Fess Amendment Subjected 
to Sharp Criticism; Party 
Lines Spit.

President Coolidge’s appeal to

Budapest, Hungary, June 29 (By 

P.).—Jeremiah Smith, Ameri- 
can economist, who recently com- 
pleted his work of reorganizing 
Hunzary’s finances, today present- 
ed his salary of $100,000 for his 
two years’ work to the Hungarian 
people. 

The Boston fjnancial expert told 
Chancellor Bethlen that the friend- 
ship and appreciation of the Hun- 
garian people were all that he 
wished for his services. 

When Mr. Smith called on Pre- 
mier Bethlen today to take final 
leave, Count Bethlen handed him 
a check for $100,000, representing 
two years’ salary as league super- 
visor of Hungary's finances. 

“Give it to charity,’’ said the 
American lawyer as he handed the 
check back to the astonished prime 
minister. ‘‘Your poor need it more 
than I do.” 

‘But it is your compensation for 
your two years service to us,”’ ar- 
gued Count Bethlen. 

“The only compensation I de- 
sire for my work is the apprecia- 
tion and friendship of the Hunga- 
rian people,’’ answered Mr. Smith, 
who, although by no means 
wealthy, felt that he could not con- 
scientiously accept even his salary 
from a people in so straightened 
circumstances. 


‘But the vouchers have already 
been issued by the state and their 
entry can not be altered in the 
treasury books,’’ persisted Count 
Bethlen.

WOMAN FLEES IN AUTO 


Victim, at Camden, Staggers 
to Police Station After 
Driving Own Car. 


MAN IS UNDER ARREST 


Camden, N. J., June 29 (By A. 

P.).—Paul W. Fuersten, director of 
the Camden Philharmonic orchestra, 
was arrested today charged with 
shooting Mrs. Harriet Vickers, 25 
years old, in his apartment here. 
‘». Mrs. Vickers, shot twice through 
the back, stumbled from the room, 
drove her automobile to a police 
station here and collapsed on the 
floor as she tried to describe the 
affair. At the Cooper hospital, 
physicians said she would die. 

Mrs. Vickers had been separated 
from her husband, but recently 
went back to live with him. When 
she revived at the hospital suffi- 
ciently to make a brief statement 
she said she had known Fuersten 
during. the time she lived apart 
from her husband. 

**I received a telephone call from 
Fuersten at noon today,” she said. 
“He said he wanted to see me about 
something important and asked me 
to come to his apartment. I found 
him intoxicated and he berated me 
for going back to my husband. As 
I turned to leave the room he 
reached for his pistol and fired 
twice. I felt the two shots sting 
me in the back. Somehow I got 
down to. the street and my auto- 
mobile and to the police station.” 

Mrs. Vickers was seen to stagger 
from her motor car in front of the 
police station, blood streaming from 
her wounds. ‘‘Help me,”’ she cried, 
and. fell in a heap on the floor. 

Police sent to Fuersten’s apart- 
ment were unable to find the or- 
chestra leader in his room. The 
bed was rumpled, table turned over 
and there were blood stains on the 
white door. 

Patrolmen MacDonald and Moll 
who searched the apartment said 
they found a razor, opened, under 
Fuersten’s pillow. A few minutes 
later the police broke open a door 
of a public room near Fuersten’s 
apartment and found him backed 
against the wall, with a drawn 
revolver. The weapon was knocked 
from his hand and he was arrested. 

Search of the musician’s rooms 
revealed letters and several music 
scores which Fuersten ig said to 
have been composing. A short ode 
written in the same handwriting as 


the music scores was dedicated to 
“My bover.”’ It ended with the 
words, ‘‘What’s the use; death fol- 
lows life.’’

Rome, June 29 (By A. P.).—-The 
long-heralded fascist campaign for 
improvement of the financial situa- 
tion and balancing of the interna- 
tional trade standing of Italy opened 
tonight with the issuance of an un- 
usually drastic series of decrees. 

Virtually every phase of commer- 
cial activity is touched by the or- 
ders, which are designed to strength- 
en the lire and to cut down on tne 
trade balance, which last year 
showed a deficit of 8,000,000,000 
lira. Authorization is granted for 
the increase in the. length of the 
laborer’s working day by one hour, 
luxuries of various kinds are re- 
stricted, efforts to aid the laboring 
class are suggested and utilization 
of Italy’s natural products is en- 
couraged, 


Most Important Decrees. 


The most important of the de- 
crees which are intended to stimu- 
late production and to institute a 
regime of strictest economy are as 
follows: 

1. Authorization for the increase 
of the working day by one hour. 

2. Restriction of daily newspa- 
pers to six pages, and the prohibi- 
tion of all special supplements ex- 
cepting technical ones. 

3. Prohibition of the opening of 
new bars, cafes, hotels, cabarets, 
pastry shops and night —Te re- 
sorts. 

4. Prohibition of the construc- 
tion of private houses and villas 
of a luxurious type. The only 
new construction permitted - is 
of cheap hotses for workers, 
farm laborers, and small-salaried 
employes, farm houses or co- 
operative apartments representing 
the direct investment of small 
private savings. Special govern- 
mental aid is given for the building 
of cheap houses for employes of 
large industrial establishments.

5. Amnouncement that agree- 
ments have been reached for the 
reduction in price, without hurting 
the quality, of iron, cements, bricks 
and plaster.

QUOTES CONSTITUTION 
IN EMPHATIC DEMAND 


emediats Oteniecel, Fines 
and Prison Threatened Mem- 
bers Who Disobey Order. 


Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superin- 
tendent of police, yesterday issued 
an emphatic general order follow- 
ing up his recent criticism of Dis- 
trict policemen for beating citizens 
and unlawfully  serching' their 
homes. The chief quoted the Unit- 
ed States Constitution, statutes of 
the District of Columbia and po- 
lice Manual, to warn members of 
his command that they face not 
only dismissal, but heavy fines and 
imprisonment for some of the con- 
duct that has been specified in re- 
cent complaints against them. In 
his order Maj. Hesse said: 

“It should be borne in mind that 
police systems are devised for the 
purpose of preventing evils and 
providing benefits. It is the func- 
tion of the police arm of the mu- 
nicipal service to protect and de- 
fend society and to secure obe- 
dience to the laws, and headquar- 
ters wishes to impress upon the 
entire personnel of the force that 
these functions must be exercised 
only in pursuance of authority defi- 
nitely prescribed, and that under 
no conditions must the constitu- 
tional guarantees, which grant to 
the citizen the: full protection of 
the law by its authorized repre- 
sentatives, be denied. 


Should Protect Citizens. 


“On the contrary, the full power 
and authority of the police system 
should be utilized to preserve and 
defend the citizen in his enjoyment 
of his constitutional privileges.’ 

The order then quotes the Con- 
stitution in guaranteeing security 
in their homes and persons to citi- 
zens, and forbidding unreasonable 
searches and seizures and in forbid- 
ding exaction of excessive bail and 
fines, or cruel and unusual punish- 
ments, 

Verbatim sections of the District 
statutes forbidding ‘unnecessary 
and wanton severity by policemen, 
exceeding authority in making 
searches and invading homes in en- 
forcement of the prohibition act, 
with schedules of heavy punishment 
for offending policemen, are also 
quoted. 


Promises Drastic Action. 


The order then proceeds: 

“The constitutional provisions 
above referred to, and the laws and 
regulations enacted or adopted to 
give force and effect thereto, rep- 
resent in part the safeguards dic- 
tated by the wisdom of the ages as 
being necessary to protect the citi- 
zen against injustice and oppres- 
sion, and it should be the highest 
aim of every member of the force 
to see that no act of his will in any 
way endanger the rights and privi- 
leges which are guaranteed the citi- 
zen by the Constitution, which spe- 
cifically provides that one’s life, lib- 
erty or property can not be -taken 
from him except by due process of 
law. 

“The term ‘due process of law’ 
means that whatever the legal pro- 
ceeding, it must be in pursuance 
of some definite authority sanc- 
tioned by the law of the land.”’ 

The order then directs command- 
ing officers to instruct their sub- 
ordinates thoroughly in ‘“funda- 
mentals of the law of arrests, 
searches, limitations of the espion- 
age law and chapter 15 of the 
police manual.’’ The concluding 
sentence is as follows: »+ 

“In future when complaints are 
received of wanton disregard of the 
rights of citizens, the department 
will take drastic action.” ;

The citizens’ advisory council last 
evening voluntarily considered the 
concurrent resolution introduced by 
Ernest W. Gibson, and now pending 
in Congress, for a sweeping investi- 
gation of the District government 
by a joint committee of House and 
Senate during the summer recess.

Harry N. Stull, recorder, brought 
up the Gibson concurrent resolu- 
tion. 

“This measure, if passed, will 
provide for the broadest kind of an 
inquiry,” he said. ‘‘Not only meth- 
ods of conducting District business 
but the form of the District gov- 
ernment will be considered. There 
may result an amendment to the 
Constitution to provide another kind 
of a commission. The question of 
fiscal relations between the Dis- 
trict and Federal governments may 
be canvassed. It looks to me like 
an excellent opportunity for an in- 
vestigation of many thngs that have 
not yet been touched upon.”’

More Than 130 Ladi Lives in 
Sumatra Tremor; 3 Shocks 
Are Recorded Here. 


Los Angeles, Calif., June 29 (By 

P.).—A light earthquake was 
felt along the southern California 
coast, from Santa Barbara south- 
ward, late today on the anniversary 
of the temblor that last year wreck- 
ed the business district of Santa 
Barbara. 

A 3-year-old child was crushed to 
death beneath a toppling chimney 
at Santa Barbara, where the shock 
apparently was the heaviest. The 
child, Colin Orr, was playing with 
other children at a home on Bath 
street when killed. None of the 
other children was injured. The 
chimney is the only one known to 
have fallen. 

A street car was thrown from 
the tracks near the beach at Santa 
Barbara, while several 
were disconnected. 

Several plate glass windows were 
broken at Santa Barbara, and 
cracks in several buildings that had 
been repaired since last year 
reopened.

Surf Violently Disturbed. 


The surf was violently disturbed 
for a_ brief period. Surrounding

The shack extended southward 
along the coast, apparently ending 
in the yitinity of Long Beach, and 
was felt only a few miles inland.

In some localities, among them 
Pasadena, two shocks were felt. 
Santa Monica, a beach town, re- 
ported a second light tremor short- 
ly after 7 o’clock tonight. 

No serious damage at any point 
in the zone of the earth distur- 
bance had been reported tonight. 


Wires Are “Tangled Up.” 


Southern California Telephone 
Co. officials said that some wires 
had been ‘‘tangled up” the 
vicinity of Santa Barbara. 

The shock swung doors at Pasa- 
dena, swayed hanging electric light 
drops at Santa Monica, and was felt 
in Los Angeles, where occupants of 
office buildings noticed their chairs 
doing a mild shimmy along the 
floor. 

The time of the temblor 
Angeles was 3:22 p. m. 

Ventura, 29 miles south of Santa 
Barbara, felt the temblor distinctly 
and reported two separate shocks 
lasting about four or five seconds. 

San Bernardino, east of here, and 
Calexico, in the Imperial valley, 
both missed the earth movement.

SETTLING OLD CONTROVERSIES. 


The French courts are slow. They have 
just rendered a decision which brings to an 
end a controversy over land titles which has 
been pending for upward of 600 years. The 
United States is an infant in the family of 
nations compared with France. Perhaps by 
the time this country has passed the twentieth 
century of its existence it will have developed 
the policy of ‘‘laissez faire’ to such an extent 
that it will require 600 years of consideration 
to bring a legal controversy to'a conclusion. 


Up to now, however, all such questions

The program from 9 to 10 o’clock 
will be broadcast by WCAP. 

Gov. Harry S. Byrd, of Virginia, 
and State Senator Ball will repre- 
sent the Virginia State government | 
among the speakers, while Senator | 
Oddie will represent the legislative | 
branch of the Federal government. | 

Announcement of the route se-| 
lected will be made by Dr. Johnson | 
as the last speaker. Considerable | 
discussion has been arotised among | 
residents of various sections of | 
Arlington county over what has 
been rumored as the route selected, | 
and a direct-to-the-bridge associa- | 
tion has been formed by residents 
of Clarendon and other towns de- | 
manding a different route. 

Just what route has been deter- | 
mined on has not been made pub- 
lic and considerable interest at- 
taches to Dr. Johnson’s announce- 
ment tonight.

Cement Paving and Sewer

The District commissioners yes- 
tefday authorized installation of 
110 new traffic-control signal lights.

Bucket Shop Charges Drop- 
ped After Easterday Gets 
Prison Terms. 


One of the few bucket shop in- 
dictments returned in this jurisdic- 
tion under the act of Congress of 
March 1, 1909, was nolle prossed 
yesterday in criminal court by Dis- 
trict Attorney Peyton Gordon.
